It is not a question of vengeance. It is protection for the 


future that we want. If we can't trust bankers and brokers, 
we can't trust the stock exchange, and trading in all securi- 
ties will be seriously affected. The mess must be cleared up, 
and those who were criminally responsible punished. The 
county owes it to legitimate business.

Bank Notes Coated with Tin Will 


Not Bunt 


Bank notes which will not tear, 


burn or wear out can now be made 
by a process evolved by a Swiss 
scientist, says Popular Mechanics. 
It-consists of coating the paper pulp 
to be used with tin. The metal is 
fused at a suitable temperature, then 
applied to the pulp with an atomizer.

ELECTRIC CURRENT USED TO 


STIMULATE FOOD PLANTS 


With our world population increas- 


ing out of all proportion to normal 
food production, science has resorted 
to "shooting" electricity into old 
mother earth in an effort to augment 
her annual crops of bread, beans, 
butter, beef and bacon, writes" G. H. 
Dacy in Popular Mechanics maga- 
zine. 


The means, measures and methods 


employed in reviving tired soils by 


^siois-of^electrified energy have been 


many. Networks of charged wires, 
supported on insulators, fed with 
electrical energy from high-tension 
lines, have been placed at varying 
distances above experimental acres. 
Other attempts have featured the 
burial of large copper and zinc 
plates in the soil, the plates being 
linked together above the ground to 
form a galvanic cell. 


Platinum and carbon electrodes 


were used in tests at the Harvard 
botanical gardens on the influence 
of soil-conducted currents on plant 
life. 
These experiments divulged 


that germinating seeds near 
the 


anode were killed by a current of 
very small amperage if continued for 
twenty hours.

ther words, the electrical field of 
orce is identical with that which 
vould occur if the earth were charg- 
d negatively. 
Altho this air-earth current per 


init of ground area is small, it is 
uiricient when applied to the whole 
)f the earth's surface to reduce the 
negative charge of our world to one- 
lalf its initial value in approximate- 
y tea mizuitcs. The accurate ex- 
planation of the maintenance of our 
earth's negative charge under such 
extraordinary conditions is one oi 
he riddles which thus far has dene<: 
solution.-In the original government 
research,- an electrostatic machine 
was used as the source of the higl; 
potential. Its positive pole was con 
nected to an open wire network 
strung on glass insulators, while thi 
negative pole was grounded. Large 
poles encircling the test acres sup 
jorted the network of wires.

No outstanding results 
vcre obtained which demonstrated 
hat electrification was beneficial to 
)lant growth. Uncle Sam hence has 
;urned "thumbs down" on the po- 
tentialities of electricity as an cf- 
icient aid to food production.

ftp. growiS&-£IfiEs*«.J?Sglisn. scientists 
are persistent in their claims that 
the electrification of the soil or crop 
will increase the yield markedly.

Indefinitely 


Eliminating cold storage as it is 


now practiced, a method of rapid 
freezing of perishable meats, fruits 
and vegetables in their fresh state 
is being attempted with the expecta- 
tion of delivering the solid frozen 
foods to the consumer with p.ll the 
fresh flavor conserved, says Popular 
Mechanics magazine. The system is 
expected to lower shipping costs and 
to make possible year-round market- 
ing- of perishable foods at mid-season 
prices. The process is based on the 
relation of the size of ice crystals to 
the rapidity with which th^- are 
frozen.

claims at the site where the dam 
was to have been built. 


The subject was revived by a let- 


ter from the San Gabriel Valley Pro- 
tective association asking that the 
supervisors take action to bring the 
condemnation proceedings to a con- 
clusion. 


A year ago the county began the 


condemnation suit in order to acquire 
the gold claims which stood in the 
way of the construction of the pro- 
posed $25,000,000 dam. The case was 
tried and taken under submission by 
Superior Judge Stephens, but before 
the latter gave a ruling, poor rock 
conditions at the damsite caused the 
county to abandon the project. 


In the meantime, there was some 


discussion as to the possibility of 
the county constructing a substi- 
tute dam at the site, in which case 
the claims would be needed by the 
county. 


No Need for Claims 


The board's action Monday, how- 


ever, indicated that there is little 
possibility that a dam ever will 
be built at the site. The question 
of abandoning the condemnation suit 
came up at the morning session, with 
Supervisor Shaw demanding legal en-

ing to a report made by Dr. J. L. 
Pomeroy, county health officer. The 
report shows that the mortivity rate 
of the county is considerably lower 
than most sections of the United 
States and is steadily declining. 


Communicable .disease in most in- 


stances show a decided decrease dur- 
ing the present month, varying from 
one-fourth to ono-half of the normal 
seasonal expectancy, which is com- 
puted from weekly averages over a 
five-year period. A notable decrease 
during the last five years in the 
prevalence of small pox and diph- 
theria is attributed to the policy of 
the health department in urging vac- 
cination. « 


The report covers an area of 3400 


square miles over which the county 
health, department has jurisdiction. 
The district includes thirty-six in- 
corporated cities and a population 
of approximately 850,000. 


"The continued low prevalence of 


disease depends a great deal upon 
the 'co-operation of the public in ob- 
serving public health laws and prin- 
ciples," Dr. Pomeroy said. "It is 
especially of importance that all 
citizens and physicians report cases 
of disease promptly, not only because 
it is required by law, but because it 
is of economic and social benefit to 
each individual." 


The health official pointed out that 


a high health standard costs less to 
maintain than to attain and express- 
ed the belief that within the next 
decade communicable disease will de- 
crease to a negligible factor as a 
cause of death. •

DECLARES FEDERAL BUREAU 


Mystified by the strange fact that 


entire 
California mountains 
have 


shown a habit of working loose from 
;heir moorings and have moved in 
lifforent directions during the past 
;wenty-five years, government scien- 
ists have been conducting experi- 
ments to test the theory that 'certain 
geographical features tend to float 
iway from their old positions as the 
deep layers of the earth's crust 
ihange, says Popular Mechanics mag- 
azine.

The skill required in this sort of

Years of exper- 
ience has shown that, while cleated 
shoes and safety belts are satisfac- 
tory for the smaller trees, they fail 
to suffice for those over 200 feet. In 
such cases, a steel spike, similar to 
those used on telephone poles, is 
employed.

inches long, sharply pointed at one 
end, and turned up for about an 
inch and a half at the other extrem- 
ity. It takes a man of some nerve 
to drive the spikes, as he has. to 
stand on one, hook his safety belt 
over the next one above, and drive 


the third peg on a level with his 
head. 


A good many years ago, long.be- 


fore the advent of the land light* 
house, a survey man had occasion to 
climb a crude observation pole. Af- 
ter considerable thot, he hit .upon a 
unique way of climbing it quickly. 
First he hired a horse, attached a 
block and tackle to it and instructed 
a boy to keep a'sharp eye on the 
beast while ho was perched aloft, 
some 150 feet above the ground. 


All went well for perhaps an hour, 


whereupon the horse decided to make 
a quick getaway. There was a tre- 
mendous tug on the rope and the 
pole swerved perilously. Certainly 
it would have snapped and the en- 
gineer would have received a broken 
leg or worse, had not the boy caught 
the animal in the nick of time.
